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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claim(s) 1-4, drawn to methods of screening schizophrenia in a population. 
(Subject to further restriction). 

Group 2, claim(s) 9-10, drawn to methods of treating schizophrenia. (Subject to further 
restriction). 

Group 3, claim(s) 18-19, 22-23, drawn to transgenic non-human animals. (Subject to 
further restriction). 

Group 4, claim(s) 24, drawn to transgenic nonhuman knockout animals. (Subject to 
further restriction). 

Group 5, claim(s) 25, drawn to methods of screening therapeutic agents using 
transgenic animals. (Subject to further restriction). 

Group 6, claim(s) 27, drawn to methods of screening using nonhuman transgenic 
animals. (Subject to further restriction). 

Group 7, claim(s) 28, drawn to methods of screening compounds using a reporter gene 
operatively linked to a regulatory sequence. (Subject to further restriction). 

Group 8, claim(s) 31 , 32 and 17, drawn to methods of treating schizophrenia by use of 
antibodies. (Subject to further restriction). 

The inventions listed as Groups 1-8 do not relate to a single general inventive 

concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
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corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Adnane (oncogene 
(2000) volume 19, pages 5338-5347) teaches knockout mice lacking p21 WAF1/CIP1 . 
Adnana thus teaches a transgenic non-human animal whose genome comprises a 
homozygous disruption of p21/cip, which prevents expression of CIP and thus 
expresses less p21 (claim 28). Thus the invention lack a special technical feature over 
the prior art and unity of invention. 

Further restriction 

Applicant must further elect a specific gene or combination of genes for groups 1- 

8. 

Applicant must further elect for group 2, either an antisense oligonucleotide, 
ribozyme, triple helix forming nucleic acid, or RNAi molecule. 

The nucleic acid sequences of are directed to different genes and sequences 
within a gene and thus have no significant structural element that can be readily 
ascertained and thus no special technical feature can be determined. Lack of unity 
exists between all of the various combinations as each nucleic acid sequence has a 
different composition and order of nucleotides. 

Further the methods of inhibiting gene expression of group 2 have materially 
different structural elements and thus no special technical feature over the prior art. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 

include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.

Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder.
